This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of West Rutland on State payments in your municipality 
of various types of assistance and welfare during 1955. 

The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
reasonably stable for four years. The number aided in the Totally 
and Permanently Disabled program lias continued to increase. 
Old Age Assistance and Blind Assistance caseloads have declined. 
The impact of the Social Security Insurance programs have not 
been fully realized in Vermont but will be a continuing factor in 
the reduction of case loads as an in creasing number of our people 
attain a fully insured .status. At the present time less than 50% 
of the aged population in Vermont, sixty-five years or over, are 
entitled to Social Security benefits. The towns and cities parti- 
cipated financially in two of the programs as indicated below. 
Administrative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance 
have always been among the lowest in the nation.

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SCHOOL NURSE REPORT 

There were 520 pupils registered in September 11)55 in the 
Public and Parochial School of the Town. Pupils were checked 
during the school year by the School Nurse. Health Records 
kept of each child and parents notified of any defects. 

Polio Vaccine was offered to First and Second grade children 
of both schools. The first Salic Vaccine was given at the North 
Easterly School in Rutland on June 10 with 39 children from 
West Rutland receiving it. The second Salk Vaccine was given 
in West Rutland on August 9 by Dr. F. J, Smolmski. Assistants 
were Nurse Mrs. Donald Brown and Registrations Mrs. P. J. 
Costello and Mrs. John Krystofik. Lollipops were given the 
children by the American Legion. 

Measles, Mumps, and Chicken Pox was quite prevalent. 
Vitamins again were offered by the Parent Teachers Association 
to the children of Main Street School. The Parochial School child- 
ren pay fifty cents for the vitamins during the Winter months. 

Five School Chines Were held, three at the Main Street 
School and two at St. Stanislaus School. The examining physician 
was Dr. Smolinski assisted by Miss June Baron, Public Health 
Nurse and Mrs. Esther Nelson, School Nurse. Parents also assist- 
ed where 105 children were examined. Vaccination for Small Pox 
was given to 5; Re-vaccinations to 10; First Dyptheria and Tet- 
ar i us J t n m imitations to 7 ; Booster d o se s f o r same to 54. Th e re 
were 29 children examined with no immunization. Glasses were 
provided for 3 children through the Association of the Blind in 
Burlington and several other children needing glasses procured 
them. One child had an Audio Test done at the Rehabilitation 
Center in Rutland.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 

SCHOOLS 

The School Board is liappy to report to the West Rutland 
citizens that their schools are In excellent condition. This insures 
the pupils a healthful and pleasant environment. 

The board has continued its long-range program to bring the 
physical equipment of the building up to present-day standards. 
After careful consideration in pursuit of this plan, the board de- 
cided to install a modern oil heating system. Adams and Noe 
Plumbing Company of Rutland, was selected to supply and in- 
stall this equipment. One of the two coal fired boilers was com- 
pletely removed and room made for the installation of the single, 
large boiler. The new boiler is equipped with a furnace that uses 
oil. It is completely modern to the last degree and provides the 
building with a heating system w e can well be proud of. The other 
boiler has been retained in its present condition and will be used 
as a stand-by boiler should ever there be an occasion to use it. 

There were two changes in the high school faculty this year. 
Miss Constance Sheerin resigned her position as Home Economics 
instructor after having been with us for tw^o years. She has 
accepted a position in HopkingtOn, Massachusetts, Mr, Walter 
Hash rook, the science instructor, after one year’s service, re- 
signed to accept a post with the Boy Scout organization as field 
representative. 

Miss Charlene Ryan of Rutland, was elected to fill the vac- 
ancy created by Miss Sheerin. Miss Ryan is a graduate of Regis 
College, Weston, Massachusetts. After her graduation, Miss 
Ryan taught at Bellows Free Academy, Fairfax, Vermont, 

Mr, Louis Cavaliere of New Haven, Connecticut, has been 
engaged to head the science department. Mr. Cavaliere is a 
graduate of Dartmouth College in the class of 1055. While at 
Dartmouth, he majored in science and is thoroughly qualified to 
handle the work of this department. Additional equipment and 
material has been purchased to augment that which was al- 
ready on hand, and to replace the materials used throughout the 
year. It is a w-eli equipped science department. In the chemistry 
laboratory a new type Bunsen Burner has been installed. This 
new burner gives the same type of flame as the old type alcohol 
burner. This new equipment will enable students to familiarize 
themselves with the true Bunsen flame. It is a distinct innovation 
in the laboratory. 
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The State department of Health directed the medical exam- 
inations of the students of the first and third grades. The examin- 
ations were made by Dr. Frank J. Smolinski, assisted by Miss 
June Barron, P. H. N., and Mrs. Esther Nelson, school nurse. 105 
students were examined. In all, five clinics were held. Diptheria, 
tetanus and small pox injections were offered. This work was done 
under Miss Barron's direction. 

The Parent Teachers Association made vitamin pills avail- 
able to school children. These were offered to any of the children 
who wished to take advantage of them. 

The hot lunch program, sponsored by the PTA, served hot 
lunches throughout the winter months. Lunches are being served 
to from 184 to 23ti students. The type lunch is Class A and is made 
available at a cost of thirteen cents and to adults at a cost of 
twenty-five cents. The mothers of the children assist in carrying 
out the program. It is largely to their assistance that the success 
of the program is credited. This year, the PTA has sponsored the 
milk program. The cost to a pupil is three cents. If the milk is 
served with the hot lunch, the cost is reduced to six cents per 
week. On the average, 110 pupils avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to secure this milk. 

Last spring the Salk vaccine was made available to the 
st udents of the first and second grades. This inoculation was done 
at the Northeast school in Rutland, June 10. At that time thirty- 
eight children from the first and second grades of West Rutland 
were inoculated. On August 10, the same children were given 
second shots by Dr. Smolinski. On January 11, 1950, the Salk 
vaccine was given to 317 additional children in town. All children 
up to and including the age of fourteen were eligible for these in- 
oculations. The inoculations were carried out under the directoin 
of the Public Health Nurse, Miss June Barron. The doctors ad- 
ministering the vaccine were Dr. Frank J. Smolinski of West 
Rutland and Dr. Albert F regosi of Proctor. Nurses assisting were 
Mrs. Stanley Farrell, and Mrs. Donald Brown; recorders, Mrs. 
Patrick Costello and Mrs. John Krysztofik; assistants, Mrs. 
Donald Ross, a Gray Lady, and Mrs. John ('lark. Mrs. Robert 
Turner was in charge of transportation. Miss Barron was assisted 
by a University of Vermont student, Miss Ten Eyck. 

The school band has been continued under the direction of 
Mr. Napoleon Ianni. It consists of sixty regular members and an 
additional number of band associates. During the month of 
March the band gave a concert. In April, the group attended the 
Ianni Music Festical sponsored by the Manchester Rotary Club 
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a t M an c heater. In M ay , t h c b an tl w assent tr » the M u si c Fes t i v al 
at Burlington together with the Glee Club* The Glee Chib is 
under the direction of Miss Margaret Bliss of the high school 
faculty. In May, there was a combined concert by the Brandon 
and West Rutland bands* On May 30th, the band took part in 
the Memorial Day Program in conjunction with the West Rut- 
land American Legion Post. In June, the band marched in the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars parade. The Daily Festival was held 
in June and at this Festival President Eisenhower was the honored 
guest. The West Rutland band was invited to participate in this 
parade and had the position of honor directly behind the official 
car. hi August, the band gave a concert, at the annual field day of 
the Recreation Department. The band also played at one of the 
football games, took part in the Armed Forces Day parade in 
Rutland. The band, together with the glee club, completed the 
year with a ( -hristinas concert. 

The Driver-Training course, under the able direction of Mr. 
Joseph Zawistowski, has been continued during the present school 
year. The driver-training ear is again being supplied by the 
Stowe! I Corporation of Rutland. The program is the same as last 
year, it consists of five class periods per week with ten hours per 
week actual driving instruction. These hours are from 3:15 to 
5:15 daily, 

During the second semester of the school year, it is again 
planned to obtain, on a rental basis, machines that arc in use in 
the modern business office— -such as an electric typewriter, 
adding machine and a dictaphone. 

The school Ims schedule is practically the same as last year. 
The bus makes two trips in the morning; one to Whipple Hollow 
and the second, which follows Pleasant Street and Clarendon 
Avenue and Route 4, lias been divided into two separate trips to 
avoid too great a number of pupils at one time on the bus. In the 
afternoon the bus follows the same schedule in returning the 
-children to their homes.
